"Dear Schley" letter, and it was print­ 
ed in the navy department documents 
supplied to the senate. 
The admiral 
said, after expressing his opinion that 
notwithstanding the report that the 
Spanish squad ron was In Santiago, it 
were better to continue to blockade 
Cienfuegos and 
Havana, “ we shall 
| continue to hold Havana atol Santiago

During the examination of Comman­ 
der Raymond P. Rodgers this dispatch 
mas under consideration, when Mr, 
Kayner expressed the opinion that the

better corresponding 
with the context.

It was while acting as sucti 
th at Ma rinds conducted tile negotia­ 
tions that resulted in the Louis)ana 
purchase.

Irish Representation.

feast in Sheffield the Earl of Hals- 
bury, lord < haneetlor, and Robert W. 
Banbury, president of the board of 
agriculture, m ade important declara­ 
tions which seemed to show that the 
government had reconsidered the ad­ 
visability of reducing the Irish rep­ 
resentation in 
parliament. 
In the 
course of his rem arks the lord chan­ 
cellor said: 
“It Is contrary to the constitution 
to lie perpetually tinkering at it. 
Do 
not, because some members of the 
house of commons misbehave them ­ 
s e l v e s , put everything into the melt­ 
ing pot and begin the constitution 
anew ” 
Mr. Banbury, who spoke strongly 
about the conduct of the Irish mem­ 
bers, said it m ight be a wise thing to 
reduce their num bers, but that no 
mere reduction would ever settle the 
difficulty and he declared himself in 
agreem ent with the lord chancellor in 
thinking t fiat it was no time to tinker 
with the constitution. 
“W hat we have to do,” continued 
Mr, Banbury, “ is not to run away 
from the party in the house of com­ 
mons who have deliberately attem pt­ 
ed to destroy our institutions, but that 
party must he doait with, faced and 
put i stop to. w hatever the cost m ay 
be.” 
Winston Churchill, speaking at Old­ 
ham. referred to th** difficulty caused 
by Irish obstruction and auvocated 
the devolution to lo c a l bodies of much 
of the work of an overworked parlia­ 
ment 
He said he did not think the 
gift of home rule to ireland would 
s o l v e the problem, and he pointed out 
the difficulties which, lie saki. must 
h a v e been faced during the South Af­ 
rican war if filet*.

Mr. Hanbury. who spoke strongly 
about the conduct of the Irish m em ­ 
bers. raid It m ight be a wise thing to 
reduce their num bers, but that no 
mere reduction would ever settle the 
difficulty and he declared himself In 
agreement with the lord chancellor in 
thinking that It was no time to tinker 
with the constitution. 
“What we have to do." continued 
Mr. Hanbury. “ Is not to run away 
from the party in the house of com­ 
mons who have deliberately attem pt­ 
ed to destroy our institutions, but th at 
party must he dealt with, faced and 
put a stop to, whatever the cost may 
be.” 
Winston Churchill, speaking at Old­ 
ham referred to the difflcnlty caused 
hy Irish obstruction and auvorated 
th** 'devolution to local bodies of much 
of the work of an overworked parlia­ 
ment 
He raid he did not think the 
gift of home rule to Ireland would 
solve the problem, and he pointed out 
the difficulties which, he said, must 


h a v e i***en faced during the Bouth Af­ 
rican war If ther«*^ad br»»n an Inde- 
pendent governm ent in Ireland, ca­ 
pable of giving active effect to a bit­ 
ter hatred tow ard England. 
“ If the 
Irish question I a solved1.1"" he exclaimed, 
"It will he hy a Conservative govern­ 
ment and by an extension of local self- 
government ”
